On April 7, 2006, the undersigned attorney of record filed the above-identified 
patent application. Along with the application, a self-addressed postcard was submitted 
pursuant to M.P.E.P. §503. On or about May 9, 2006, the postcard was returned, 
identifying Serial Number 10/574,876, and assigned a filing date of April 6, 2006 . The 
actual filing date of this patent application was one day later, April 7, 2006 , and this 
petition is being submitted to rectify this discrepancy.
